RE: Request to Create New TPWD Artificial Reef Site HI-A-424 in Gulf 
of Mexico High Island CCS protraction.

Dear Ms. McMillan:

The Texas Parks & Wildlife Department Artificial Reef Program (Program) 
requests to create an artificial reef site in CCS protraction HI-A-424, which is 
inside the General Permit Area.

The initial project planned for this reef site will be the reefing of a large 
vessel, greater than 200 feet. This will in part be funded though the 
Deepwater Horizon Restoration Project, which requires NEPAdocumentation 
that is due 15 May, 2013. While we realize that the permitting will not be 
complete by then, it would facilitate the NEPA process if the permit was 
pending.

This new reef site is located in a strategic location within a BSEE approved 
planning zone and meets the criteria of the Texas Artificial Reef Plan. The 
proposed reef is greater than 2 nautical miles distance away from any safety 
fairway; will have at least 60-ft clearance over the structure; is more than 
three miles distance away from any existing reef sites; is more than one 
nautical mile distance away from all known natural hard bottom areas; and 
will be at least 1000-ft away from any active pipelines (survey map page 4).

Please find enclosed an application packet to create a new reef site in High 
Island A-424. The proposed reef site is located approximately 58 nautical 
miles southwest of Galveston, in approximately 135-ft of water. This 
application package includes the boundaries of the proposed 1867-ft by 
1867-ft reef site, which has been provided in NAD27 and NAD83 datum 
series.
